A few days ago our ever alert police 
department observed us on the parking 
lot, and although we had been seen riding 
there by cruising police cars before, this 
time it was decided this was a serious 
law violation (private property?), and we 
were sternly warned about riding there 
again. 

We spend a lot of our vacation time and 
weekends working on, washing, and fix- 
ing our bike. 

We realize we could spend our time 
doing other commong things like stealing, 
breaking windows, kicking dogs, etc., but 
instead we played it straight. 

Mini-bike riding is a clean, wholesome 
pastime, It keeps us off the streets; we’ve 
learned a lot mechanically; and the bike 
helped us want to earn our own money to 
maintain it, We don’t ride on the streets 
or at night, We have a lot of buddies who 
own mini-bikes and they all have the 
same problem — no place to ride.

Making European Motocross A Family Affair 


By Cheri Darnell 

I am writing this article in the hope it 
will encourage and inform some wives of 
racers like myself, whose husbands are 
thinking of moving their families to 
Europe. 

First of all, I think the life here is 
very exciting, different in many ways, 
yet like home in others. 

Russ and I live in a 14 foot house 
trailer, Living space is cut short inside 
by his 400cc Husqvarna which is strapped 
to the floor in front, I cook allour meals 
on a 2 burner stove (grill underneath) 
that runs off International Gas($2.50per 
bottle which lasts ‘about two to three 
weeks), Our lights’ also ‘run on gas, We 
arrived in Europe in January (still win- 
ter) and immediately invested in a gas 
heater, 5q 

Gent, Belgium is our ‘‘home-base’’ in 
Europe. The people speak Flemish, a 
language much like Dutch, and half of 
Belgium speaks French, It is difficult to 
learn, to say the least, but I have found 
English speaking people nearly every- 
where. Many American television pro- 
grams are popular here; “Zorro”, and 
“The Invaders” appear with Flemish 
and French subtitles, The people pickup 
English quickly in this way. When English 
fails to get a response, a little French 
will always do the trick, 

Shopping can be a real adventure, The 
stores are usually very small, and the 
selection of items are trimmed down to 
maybe one or two brands. Most canned 
goods have a colorful picture of contents 
on the label, thank goodness! Some are

even American brands, with English 
labels, 

I had a bit of trouble when I first 
started shopping, I’m used to marketing 
once a week or even once every two 
weeks, I got a surprise when I pushed 
both my basketfulls of groceries to the 
check-out counter, placed the items on 
the conveyer-belt and glanced around for 
a box boy, When I realized that box boys 
were non-existent, I looked frantically 
for the supply of paper bags or boxes 
that are usually at home to begin packing 
them myself. Unfortunately for me, it is 
the custom here tocarry a large ‘‘beach- 
type” bag to put your groceries in, I 
believe people here must have to shop 
everyday. Anyway, have you ever at- 
tempted to carry a two-week supply of 
food in two outstretchedarms? I now take 
a large weaved bag every other day 
to shop, 

Another problem I had at first was the 
metric system. Meat, vegetables, and 
fruit are scaled in kilograms, After 
learning one kilogram was equal to ap- 
proximately 2-1/4 pounds it became 
easier to buy food in the proper 
quantities, 

Baby food can be found everywhere, 
and there are two or three different 
brands, Disposable diapers, bottles and 
all other infant needs are alsoavailable, 
Some baby bottles are marked in liters 
on one side and ounces on the other, Much 
of the milkhere is raw(non-pasteurized), 
so checking the label for this information 
should be of importance if youare buying 
for a child,

Raising a child in Europe while on the 
move to races each week can present 
many problems,but none insurmountable, 
School aged children would make the 
mobile motocross life almost impossible 
unless you could afford to place them in 
a private English speaking school near 
your home base. 

Having a ‘‘home-base” is very im- 
portant, To have someplace to return to 
after each journey, where all your mail 
can be sent, where you can make friends 
and just relax is a necessity, Our ‘‘home” 
is Gent, a city of about 200,000 people, 
It is small enough to feel comfortable in, 
yet large enough to furnish us with all 
the conveniences of a large city. Genthas 
nine or ten theaters featuring American 
movies (no drive-in’s, though. Unfor- 
tunately, the rainy weather in Belgium 
does not make them very profitable), and 
many English book stores, Mostimport- 
ant of all to us in Gent is the Molly 
Garage. Mr, and Mrs, Molly (both of 
whom have raced motocross; yes, I said 
both), and their six children have been 
really wonderful to us, All our mail is 
delivered there,and Benigna, the Molly’s 
21 year old daughter, helps us to trans- 
late our letters from promoters, Benigna 
speaks five languages, so she has been 
an invaluable aid to us, 

Having already made the mistake my- 
self, I can tell you not to bring over any 
items of clothing that require much iron- 
ing, Also,a few matching blouses and 
skirts or pants that are interchangeable 
are much more practical than bringing 
over every item in your closet. There

just isn’t much room for good clothes in 
a trailer, Condensation of moisture into 
the storage compartments can be a big 
problem too. I have wrapped all sweaters 
and damageable items in plastic bags to 
prevent mold from forming, There are 
plenty of laundromats in Europe, although 
some are old-fashioned, and all are 
rather expensive. 

There are many hardships while tra-_ 
veling. I like to think I am a good map 
reader, but there are times when weare 
winding down one-way streets the wrong 
way, and driving in circles trying tofind 
the highway when I just give up, throw 
the map on the floorboards, and feel like 
crying. One time we were lost in Paris 
two hours trying to find the autobahn 
north, We have now been through Paris 
so many times we can zip through in 
30 minutes, 

Another problem, if you arrive in 
winter as we did, is icy roads, Pulling a 
trailer (called a caravan in Europe) com- 
plicates the matter. On the trip toSweden 
to the Husqvarna Factory in March, I 
kept my eyes closed half the way. The 
caravan was sliding one way and the car 
the other, Somehow, through my hus- 
band’s skillful driving we arrived in one 
piece, 

We like to arrive at each event the day 
before the race. That way Russ can walk 
the course, practice, and relax, in that 
order, The morning of the race we wake 
up to music blaring on the P.A, system 
at around 8 a.m, I fix breakfast and then 
start my share of the sport. Washing 
goggles, cutting out finger-shaped band- 
ages, and arranging all the battle gear 
takes up most of the morning until prac- 
tice time, usually 11 0’clock. When prac- 
tice begins I’m right there watching, 
because I know I'll be quizzed “Who’s 
going faster and where?’”’, Itry andcom- 
pare Russ to the other riders and give 
as much observant information as I can, 
During the interval between practice and 
the first leg, sometimes a two or even 
three hour wait, I wash the number 
plates off, and generally help to prepare 
the bike. During the race I take pictures 
and keep track of Russ'’s position, Be- 
tween the races I try and bolster his 
spirits and keep him enthused, Some- 
times this can be quite a jobas the com- 
petition here is so great, After the race 
we go to the presentation where the 
prizes are awarded, This is, no doubt, 
the most dreaded part of the day. Every- 
one crowds into a smoke filled cafe near 
the race and waits, A few times we’ve 
waited three or four hours. Another thing 
I might mention here is the dress atthe 
presentations. The women usually wear 
skirts and blouses or a dress and the 
riders wear suits or slacks and a sport 
shirt, After collecting start money and 
prize money we head for Gent. 

I hope this has been of some help to 
you, and if there are any questions, as 
I’m sure there must be, please write to 
me at this address:

Trident Triumphs 
At Bonneville 


Bonneville and Triumph have long been 
synonymous because of the success of 
Triumph motorcycles on the salt flats 
over the last twenty years, There has 
never been a time that Triumph has not 
held world records at Bonneville and so 
it seemed natural that the new Triumph 
three cylinder motorcycle take its place 
on the list of Triumph victories, Even 
the most optimistic, however, could not 
have foreseen that of the sixteenrecords 
available in the 750 class, the new three 
cylinder would come home with fifteen 
worlds records, A combination of dealer 
and distributor cooperation made a Tri- 
umph Field Day at the 1969 National 
Speed Week as record after record was 
established by the Triumph Trident, 

Bob Leppan and Jim Bruflodt of 
Triumph- Detroit, holder of the absolute 
motorcycle world speed record at 245, 
667, arrived with a well organized and 
eager group toultimately establish seven 
records in the 750 class, 

Joseph Baker, David Early, and Roose- 
velt Lackey rode the machines from the 
Triumph- Detroit stable and captured two 
records for Baker, three for Early, and 
two for Lackey. The Leppan-Broflodtpit 
area was a beehive of activity which in- 
tensified as the week wore on, ending 


with a record-setting run on the last 


morning, 

Not to be outdone, Jack Wilson of Big 
D Cycle Center in Dallas, Texas, who 
has been successfully racing the Triumph 
Trident in production road racing, ar- 
rived with two motorcycles. Virgil 
Davenport rode one machine to world 
records in two classes and Rusty Brad- 
ley took another, Bradley turned in the 
fastest one way run during the week 
reaching a speed of 169.891 miles per 
hour. 

In hot pursuit, was Art Houston of 
Gardnerville, Nevada, who scored with 
four records, Riding his supercharged 
Trident himself, he transferred from 
class to class, leaving new records be- 
hind at each point, 

A welcome sight to all involved was 
Mr. Bud Hare of Westminster, Cali- 
fornia, who set the fastest time by a 
triple after many years away from the 
salt, Competing in the APS-A-750class, 
Bud’s Trident attained a speed of 169,331 
which remained unbeaten during the rest 
of the meet. Jeff Gough organized the 
effort and rode the machine to a record, 

It is interesting to note that some of 
these engines must have had 75-100 miles 
of flat out operation and there was not a 
failure inany one of them. Operating their 
engines in the tremendous heat and at 
speeds in the 140-170 mile an hour 
bracket, the Triumph 3 proved itself by 
running on day after day.

Bryan Wade ride here last year will be 
happy to know that he is the new British 
250cc Champion, “Wild Wade’ as they 
call him in Blighty is still being frowned 
upon and at this writing still won’t be 
allowed to ride the Inter-Am series, but 
by becoming British Champion he proved 
that he is indeed not a ‘‘second string 
rider” a title bestowed on him not too 
long ago by a distributor of a rival 
firm’s bikes. Even if the MICUS ban on 
Wade is not lifted in time for him to ride 
here there are some stormy seas ahead 
for that organization as we know that two 
other groups with a lot of pull besides 
Greeves are unhappy with the way FIM 
business is conducted in this country by 
MICUS and are going to do something 
about it, or at least attempt to. John 
Banks, who lost his crack at the 500 
World Championship through sheer bad 
luck, not bad riding, won’t be over either 
with commitments in England, It’s too 
bad the Inter-Ams were scheduled the 
same time as the British TV series, It 
prohibits some of the English starsfrom 
coming here, and really mixing things up 
on the track, 

Another letter from Chuck Minert re- 
ports on scrambles he’s been riding in 
England and Belgium and how wonderful 
everyone is to him. In Belgium in one 
race he admits the mud was awful and 
like every Southern Californian you don’t 
develop into a‘‘mudder’’ because most of 
the time it’s scarcer than hens teeth! 
But ‘‘Feets’”’ says this particular day he 
really got a thrill because the crowd was 
cheering him on all-around the’ circuit 
but probably because he fell off so many 
times! We know it was cheers of en- 
couragement! 

If any other Districtaround the country 
has the kind of troubles we do here in 
District 37 we’d sure like to hear from 
you, Our scrambles are plagued quite 
often with too many bikes, too much 
sitting around waiting for your ride and 
days that just drag on from early morn- 
ing til dark, Maybe the European system 
of pre-entry will be the way to go even- 
tually, I don’t know, butall youhear from 
riders are the same old complaints, 
Trouble is, none of us can come up with 
any solutions except whatonly afewclubs 
have tried and that is the mass startrace 
which tightens up the day’s program but 
is actually illegal. Tracks to throw races 
at are in the news again, 

There is one owner who speaks out 
quite frankly that he cannot make any 
money when he allows a District club to 
throw a race there and is seriously con- 
sidering dropping all point events at his 
track, however, he will continue to throw 
his own scrambles, There is another 
track whose fees for track rental are 
higher than the others so clubs feel they 
daren’t risk it and end up broke, Just 
figure out some day about how much a 
club has to pay to throw a pointrun, how 
much hassle they have throwing it, and 
how much profit they make and it will 
give you a real case of the willies! The 
desert brigade have it made. Usually over 
300 entries, the use of the land is free 
and all they pay is for an ambulance and 
trophies, Somehow we just have to find 
a workable system. 

You can’t very well turn around and 
tell a track owner how much rent he can 
charge because payments on land, plus 
taxes vary. Insurance is pretty stable 
as a race is a race regardless of where 
it is held, but we feel thatsome sort of a 
level could be agreed upon where it would 
be fair to all concerned. Currently, all 
track owners are for the betterment of 
the sport but there could come a day 
when clubs could not find a track to rent 
because the owners are throwing their 
own events, They will always get support 
but it won’t help those of us who believe 
in the system of the AMA and the District 
37 Sports Committee and take pride in 
lowering that number on the plate a little 
each year. The District could turnaround 
and pull all the riding cards of riders 
who ride these un-sanctioned events but 
once we were shut out, it still wouldn’t 
help the problem, would it? So, all ofus, 
club members or not had better do a 
little thinking now. Any suggestions?

Australian speedway differs widely 
from its American and European 
counterpart. 

It has peculiarities all its own, But 
these peculiarities have helped to make 
it the third most popular spectator sport 
in the country. In Sydney, the major 
metropolis of the nation, only horse rac- 
ing and Rugby league football draw 
larger crowds. 

Attendances of 40,000 people have been 
quoted for big nights at the Showground 
while ordinary Saturday night meetings 
attract an average of between 15 and 
20,000 fans, In the other capital cities 
weekly audiences of 10,000 arecommon, 

The Aussie summer season begins 
early in September — the Sydney Show- 
ground opened for business on September 
13 after a practice session the previous 
Sunday afternoon — and goes right through 
without a break until about March, 

In Australia the word ‘‘speedway’’ 
covers a multitude of sins! In Europe the 
word applies only to solo motorcycles 
which race on a closed, circular dirt 
track not more than a third of a mile in 
circumference, In America it canmean 
anything from stock cars to the real 
McCoy: ‘A’ class solo motorcycles such 
as now compete at Whiteman stadium, 

In Europe meetings consist of either 
strictly solo motorcycles, or speedcars, 
or stock cars, and there are usually 
about 20 races, $ 

But in Aussie.....! 

Here they all combine to make up a 
dirt track meeting entitled ‘‘speedway’’. 
Solos, sidecars, speedcars, stock cars 
and many other four wheel vehicles all 
appear together on the one mammoth 
program, 

Saloon cars are equivalent to the 
American idea of stock cars: production 
motor cars stripped down and hotted up 
for dirt track racing. Aussie stock cars 
are usually pre-war “bomb” created 
specially for wrecking, The midget 
speedcars, of course, are along the lines 
of the American offenhausers, etc. 

Sidecars are perhaps the most spec- 
tacular section, The cycles are powerful 
1,000cc H.R.D, Vincents, They run clock- 
wise and have a banked chassis, The 
riders are skillful exponents in the art 
of sliding the monstrous machines around 
the narrow ribbons of dirt while the 
passengers have the more dangerous 
job of maintaining balance, The passen-

ger leans as far forward, and as low to 
the track as possible on the corners, 
Ever present is the danger of having his 
head struck by the front wheel of a follow- 
ing combination, On the short straights 
he must hop back onto the outfit board to 
momentarily prevent the sidecar from 
running down towards the inside of the 
track in a circle fashion, 

As far as solos are concerned, Aus- 
tralia started the whole thing back in 
1926, Two years later a small band of 
Aussies traveled over to England and 
introduced the sport to the Old Country, 
The Poms immediately went into rap- 
tures over it, and ever since England 
has been the mecca of true speedway 
racing. 

Strictly speaking, ‘‘speedway’’ means 
only one thing. Dirt track solo motor- 
cycle racing, Hang the cars, Compared 
to ‘A’ class solos, they are but acircus! 

Solo racing, as we know it, came into 
being when one Johnnie Hoskins began 
searching for something new to keep the

The sport generally suffered a slump 
in the fifties, The advent of television 
had its affect and crowds dwindled, Then 
in the sixties the speedcars emerged to 
the fore with the appearance of such 
great Yank drivers as Bob Tattersall and 
Leroy Warriner. For the better part of 
the sixties the midgets have been the 
most popular section in Australia, 

The majority of interest, publicity and 
prize money centered on that section, 
But gradually, over the past two years, 
the solos have climbed back into the 
ratings, Mainly this can be attributed to 
visits by an English team for Test 
matches, and also to the resurgence of 
interest in America which resulted in 
Chuck Jones and DeWayne Keeter touring 
«down under” last season, 

The appearance of Jones and Keeter 
stirred immense interest all over the 
country, especially when they proved 
they were no slouches once they came 
to grips with our machines and tracks, 

Compared to Britain and the U.S.A, the 
tracks in Australia are very large, The 
Claremont circuit in Perth is almost a 
half a mile in circumference while the

Sydney Showground is nearly one third of 
a mile, Most of the others are a little 
over a quarter of a mile. The biggest 
British track is equivalent to the small- 
est Aussie track! 

If a rider can get into the ‘‘groove’’ — 
about three quarter track, some three 
feet off the safety fence — and keep the 
power on without faltering, then it is 
unlikely he will be passed by too many 
opponents, 

Australian champion Jim Airey is nigh 
invincible at the Sydney Showground, He 
knows how the track should be ridden 
and he puts it into practice, If the World 
Championship were to be held there, Jim 
would win it two years in three — despite 
competition from the best riders in 
England, Sweden, Poland and Russia, 

Other leading Australian riders are 
John Langfield (Sydney), Greg Kentwell 
(Sydney), Gordon Guasco (Sydney), Jack 
White (Brisbane), John Dewhurst (Vic- 
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Ronnie Moore, New Zealand. 


toria), John Boulger (Adelaide), Charlie 
Monk (Adelaide), Geoff Mudge (Adelaide), 
Chum Taylor (Perth), These men will 
form the nucleus of Australia’s Test 
team to tackle England in the months 
ahead, 

Remember their names, They are 
world class performers who you will be 
reading about in weeks to come in Cycle 
News. And several of them you may even 
see in action in Southern California 
before too long. 

There are so many riders trying to 
obtain a start on the programs, and they 
are of such varying ability, that handi- 
capping has proven inevitable. 

Usually there are seven starters inan 
event, One man starts from scratch and 
the others are spaced out at ten yard 
intervals behind him, The scratch mark 
is known as the ‘‘gate’’, and those who 
ride from there are mainly rank novices, 

The back mark can be up to 240 yards 
away — depending on the size of the track 
— and the riders who go from there are 
classified as “A” graders, 

Handicapping inevitably sharpens a 
rider’s reflexes but it is also the most 
dangerous form of racing, Not only are 
there more than enough bikes on the 
track, but they are spread out with the 
riders of lesser ability at the front, 

Novices are always liable to make 
mistakes, and these errors can prove 
costly in the form of broken bones and 
other injuries for the top riders whoare 
following them. It only takes the front 
runner to crash in front of a tight pack 
and you have a whole handful of ambu- 
lance cases, 

Which adds up to the fact that, in my 
opinion, the top Australian speedway 
rider has some extra ingredient in his 
make up that no one of any other nation- 
ality can claim, To define it would be 
ludicrous, But it is there,

Meet The Champ

What does a fighter do while he’s 
sweating out the time between bouts? 

Train? He should. So says Oregon’s 
26-year-old, 135-pound lightweight con- 
tender of the boxing ring, Len Kesey who, 
uptil last March when he was toppled by 
Barrientos in Hawaii, rated 7th in the 
world in the Junior Lightweight Class, 
And he’s going back into it soon, For 
whatever Manager Mike Morton comes 
up with by way of fights, may well deter- 
mine Kesey’s future in boxing. 

Meantime he lets the situation alone, 
maintains a clam facade and races his 
250ce motorcycle on the tracks, For 
Kesey, cycle racing is a sport he in- 
dulges himself in for pure pleasure, 
Therefore, the 150 trophies he’s won so 
far on the dirt track may not mean as 
much to him as the record he’s stacked 
up for himself in his six years of pro 
fighting — ten knockout wins out of nine- 
teen, five losses and a draw. 





Kesey i 

There was a time, back in 1967, when 
his wife Janice, a pretty,green-eyed, 
mother of two— did a bit of racing in the 
local Powder Puffs. ‘‘They’d let the girls 
ride the 250’s then, she says, now it’s 
only the 100’s,’’ 

Her husband insists his wife could be 
on par with the best of them if she kept 
riding. Experts in the boxing world have 
said the same thing about Kesey — that 
his strength lies in his agility and 
scientific approach to the sport, his 
weakness: Not enough training. The 
clear-eyed, good looking fighter openly 
admits, “I know it, Training is one of the 
first all-important requirements in the 
sport’’ he says. 

A former Californian, Kesey comes 
from an illustrous family of sports- 
minded people. A brother was a number 
one Ground Gainer for his district in 
football and there is a cousin Ken who 
was a boxer of note in college. 

As a boy, Len watched the Saturday 
evening fights on television, developed 
his own style early — something he 
worked out himself but admits now that 
some professional training could have 
helped. For awhile, he was doing his cwn 
managing. By 1959 Kesey had worked his 
way up from the Amateur ranks into win- 
ning the golden gloves for southern Ore- 
gon and Washington state, going profour 
years later, in 1963, His goal was always 
to make a place for himself in the top ten 
world championship brackets — and this 
he did. If, having gone so far, he felt that 
goal was accomplished, thus creating a 
mental block, is a matter of conjecture. 
Time will tell. 

He may be pondering this on those 
rare weekends when he brings out his 
bike, alights, and goes off into a cloud 
of dust down the dirt track,

Swede Savage, auto racing protegé of 
Dan Gurney, will return to his natural 
habitat — motorcycle racing — for the 
American Legion-sponsored indoor 
speedway motorcycle races at the Los 
Angeles Sports Arena three weekends 
beginning Aug. 30.

Discovered by Gurney working in a 
Hollywood motorcycle shop two years 
ago, Savage was introduced to Ford offi- 
cials and soon had a job racing NASCAR 
stock cars in the Carolinas, 

He returned to Gurney’s All-American 
Racers shop in Santa Ana last year, and 
Gurney began schooling him in the in- 
tracacies of road racing, Savage finished 
sixth in his first pro sports car race at 
Riverside, and he was 11th in the Can- 
Am point standings last year. 

Still humble about his racing begin- 
nings, Savage recalls, ‘‘The first three 
times I was on a motorcycle in a race 
I went on my head. I set fasttime sitting 
up and lying down.” 

His racing schedule at the Sports 
Arena could be interrupted, but only ifan 
additional Gurney Eagle will be ready 
for USAC championship races, His next 
Indy car ride is to beat Brainerd, Minn., 
Sept. 14.

TIED-DOWN WITH CHINESE HAND- 
CUFFS 


Remember the toy called “Chinese 
Handcuffs”? It was usually made of 
woven wicker, and when you stuck a fin- 
ger in each end, you couldn’t get them 
out again. The harder you pulled, the 
tighter it got, The same principle has 
been applied to these outstanding new 
tie-downs.
